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Park W anted 
In Courts, 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - House in­ 
vestigators, harshly denouncing the 
U.S.-South Korean agreement to get 
Tongsun Park’s testimony on alleged 
Capitol Hill influence-buying, say 
they’ll subpoena him to testify before 
Congress as well as in the courts. 


Rep. John J. Flynt, I>Ga., chairman 
of the House ethics committee, called 
the agreement “a facade” that allows 
Park to refuse to testify to Congress. 


‘‘Congress will not sit idly by an<f 
accept this insult,” Flynt said. 
The panel’s special counsel, l^on 
Jaworski, said South Korea ‘‘continues 
to conceal facts from Congress and has 
in addition persuaded the Department 
of Justice to assist it.” 
Flynt and Jaworski issued the harsh 
statements almost immediately after 
American and Korean officials an­ 
nounced an agreement committing 
Park to testify in U.S. courts on his 
alleged influence-buying operation in 
Congress. 
A criminal 
indictment charging 
Park with bribery and influence- 
buying will be dropped under the 
agreement, but only after Park has 
completed “truthful testimony” in 
court. 
Assistant Attorney General Ben­ 
jamin R. Civiletti said Park can be 
held and prosecuted for perjury if he 
lies, but otherwise will be allowed to 
return to Korea and will be immune 
from further U.S. prosecution. 


The agreement specifies that Park is 
not committed to testify before any 
congressional committee. 
Park is accused to trying to buy 
influence in Congress for the South 
Korean government by distributing 
contributions to more than 
20 
congressmen and entertaining dozens 
of others at his George Town Club. 
The Justice Department has in­ 
dicated it plans no more criminal 
indictments unless Park provides new 
evidence. The House committee says it 
needs the testimony to determine if 
there 
was 
any 
wrongdoing 
by 
congressmen. 
Jaworski’s statement said he has 
already notified U.S. and Korean of­ 
ficials that Park will be subpoenaed to 
testify before the ethics committee if 
he comes to the United States to ap­ 
pear in court. 
The Justice Department said the 
agreement commits Park to testify, if 
called, at any relevant trial, including 
those of former Rep. Richard T. 
Hanna, D-Calif., and Washington-area 
businessman Hancho C. Kim. 
Hanna is charged with conspiring 
with 
Park 
to 
influence 
other 
congressmen and Kim is charged with 
conducting a second influence-buying 
operation. 
Civiletti said he and Paul R. Michel, 
head of the Justice Department’s 
Korean investigation, will leave for 
Seoul Friday to question Park and 
expect to be there about two weeks. 


TEHRAN, Iran (AP) - President 
Carter flying from a snowstorm in 
Poland arrived in sunny Tehran today, 
to a greeting from the Shah of Iran and 
an Imperial Honor Guard. 
Air Force One landed at Mehrabad 
International Airport at about 4:35 
p.m. (7.35 a.m. EST), some 4V« hours 
after leaving Warsaw. 
Shortly before C arter arrived, 
hundreds of anti-American and anti- 
governm ent 
protestors 
staged 
sporadic 
dem onstrators 
around 
Tehran, the capital. 
Some shouted “Yankee go home" in 
a demontration at the U.S. Embassy in 
downtown Tehran. 
Thousands of police in riot gear and 
plainclothes guarded the six mile route 
the Carter motorcade will take from 
the airport to the White Palace where 
he will spend the night. 
Protestors also massed at Tehran 
University, and outside the offices of a 
jointly 
owned 
Iranian-Am erican 
company. 
Witnesses said they smashed win­ 
dows at the company offices. The 
crowds dispersed when police arrived. 
Several arrests were reported. 
At the university, demonstrators 
carrying placards proclaiming "We 
hate Americans” and “Down with 
Imperialists" were hustled into police 
vans and taken away. 
Carter, hatless in driving snow, 
reviewed a military honor guard with 
Polish Communist P arty leader 
Edw ard Gierek at the Warsaw 
military airport. 
Snow, falling from a leaden sky, 
covered the president’s hair as he 
chatted briefly with families of the 
U.S. Embassy staff and shook hands 
with a small crowd of Polish factory 
workers bussed to the airport for the 
brief departure ceremony. There were 


no airport statements. 
A large red sign at the airport 
proclaimed: “ Long live friendship 
lietween the peoples of Poland and the 
United States.” 
Carter, ending his first visit to a 
Communist nation, boarded Air Force 
One for the 
hour flight southeast to 
the Iranian capital. 
The Boemg-707 jet was airborne at 
9 :13 a.m. (3:13 a.m. EST). 
Carter will be meeting the Shah of 
Iran in Tehran to discuss energy 
problems with one of the world’s 
largest oil producing nations. He and 
the Shah also were expected to take up 
the latest Middle East developments, 
before Carter’s New Year’s Day 
meeting in Tehran with King Hussein 
of Jordan. 
The President is expected to decide 
today whether he will include a brief 
m eeting with Egyptian President 


Anwar Sadat in his foreign itinerary. 
Carter said Friday he was con­ 
sidering a stopover in Egypt while en 
route to France Wednesday after a 
meeting with King Khaled in Saudi 
Arabia Tuesday. 
Carter, offering a toast at a lavish 
state dinner Friday night at the 17th- 
century 
Warsaw 
palace, said he 
believed Poland and the Soviet Union 
would launch a war only under "the 
most 
profound 
provocation 
or 
misunderstanding.” 
As for the United States, he said, 
“ We also want peace and would never 
start a war, except by mistake, when 
we didn’t understand the motives and 
attitudes and desire for peace on the 
part of our potential adversaries.” 
Toasting his host, Polish Communist 
Party leader Edward Gierek, Carter 
said his visit to Warsaw — a city 
rebuilt from the ashes of World War II 


— convinced him Poland and the 
Soviet Union have suffered so deeply 
from war they would never start one 
on their own. 
“ Although we belong to different 
military alliances, our hunger for 
peace is the same," Carter said. 
Gierek, in his reply, said Poland 
“spares no effort to consolidate the 
process of detente and make it 
irreversible, for detente is the only 
alternative.” 
Driving to the banquet, the Carter 
motorcade passed through about 100 
dissidents gathered outside the palace 
gates on a cold and rainy night The 
dem onstrators chanted in Polish 
“ Carter, Carter, save us, save us." 
In his toast, however, Carter praised 
the Polish record of “a deep com­ 
mitment to human rights, a belief in 
the value of human freedom and 
human life.” 


Cambodia Cuts Diplomacy 
W ith Invading Vietnam 


BANGKOK, Thailand (AP) 
— 
Cambodia cut diplomatic ties with 
Vietnam today and accused its 
Communist neighbor and former ally 
of mounting a massive invasion and 
plotting to topple the Phnom Penh 
government. 
Radio Phnom Penh, in a broadcast 
m onitored here, claim ed several 
divisions of Vietnamese troops — 
aided by “ foreigners” acting as 
“direct commanders and advisors” — 
have invaded Cambodia, backed by 
hundreds of tanks and warplanes. The 
broadcast did not 
identify the 
“foreigners." 
Cambodian President Khieu Sam- 
phan, in a 46-minute speech broadcast 
by the official state radio, accused 
Vietnam of 
trying to 
attain 
its 
“strategic desire to make Cambodia a 
member of the Vietnam-dominated 
Union of Indochina.” 
He said the invasion began last 
September and claimed the attackers 
burned villages, raped women and 
shot civilians. 
Radio 
Phnom 
Penh 
said the 
diplomatic rift will continue until 
Vietnamese forces withdraw from 
Cambodia. 
The broadcast was the first official 


acknowledgement of fighting between 
Vietnam and Cambodia. Frontier 
clashes between the Communist states 
involving heavy artillery, aircraft and 
large troops units were reported by 
sources in Bangkok and Washington in 
December. 
Official Vietnamese radio broad­ 
casts made no mention of the Cam­ 
bodian statement. 
Cambodia 
gave 
V ietnam ese 
diplomats until Jan. 7 to leave the 
country and said air links between the 
two countries would be suspended. 
The fighting is believed con­ 
centrated in an area known as the 
Parrot’s Beak, a protrusion of rice- 
rich Cambodian territory that juts into 
Vietnam. The heart of the parrot’s 
beak, scene of a controversial 
American military incursion in 1970 
during the Indochina War, is about 75 
miles from the Cambodian capital and 
65 miles west of Saigon. 
Sources in Bangkok said the Viet­ 
namese are using American-made 
w arplanes and other equipm ent 
captured from U.S.-backed South 
Vietnamese forces when the Saigon 
governm ent 
surrendered. 
One 
Bangkok source said casualties on 
both sides “appear to have been

substantial” in fighting on both sides of 
the frontier. 
Communist-led forces of North 
Vietnam and the Cambodian Khmer 
Rouge were allies against U.S.- 
supported governm ents in South 
Vietnam and Cambodia until the 
Communist takeovers of both coun­ 
tries in April 1975. 
But Vietnam and Cambodia have 
had poor relations since then and 
territorial claims and a long history of 
bloody Vietnamese-Cambodian con­ 
flicts appear to be fueling the border 
problem.

WASHINGTON (AP) - In Scotland, 
they play it on bagpipes. Beethoven 
composed a setting. Robert Burns 
wrote it, maybe with help. And the 
original “ cup o’kindness” w asn’t 
Scotch whiskey. 
Millions tonight will sing and listen 
to Auld Lang Syne — “old long since” 
— a song of remembrance that dates 
back more than 200 years. 
They’ll be singing it — for the 49 th 
year — in New York’s Waldorf- 
Astoria. But without Guy Lombardo, 
who died this year, leading the Royal 
Canadians. Instead, brother Victor 
will conduct. 
Tracing the song’s origins, song 
sleuths have found the germ of the 
melody surfaced in 1687. From then 
until 1765, five more songs were built 
around it. Versions of the words ap­ 
peared in 1787 and 17%. 
Bums, generally considered the 
song’s author, said he took down the 
words as he heard an old man sing 
them. 
And it’s played on bagpipes in 
Scotland, offered June Smith, who 
answered the phone at the British 
Em bassy in a modified Scottish 
brogue. 
But why a song of nostalgia and 
remembrance at the beginning of the 
New Year?

auld lang syne. 
“We two hae run about the hills — 
And plucked the daisies fine — But 
we’ve wandered many a weary step — 
Since auld lang syne. 
“We two hae paddled in the brook — 
From morning sun till dine — But seas 
between us broad hae roar’d — Since 
auld lang syne. 
“ And there’s a hand, my trusty 
friend — And give us a hand o’thine — 
And we’ll tak a right good-will draught 
— For auld lang syne.”

1978 Begins W ith 
No End To Strike 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Thousands 
of United Mine Workers members are 
heading into 1978 with no end in sight to 
their 26-day nationwide strike. 


Negotiations on a new contract 
broke off on Friday when coal industry 
operators walked out of the talks and 
officials said they didn’t know when 
the next discussions might be held. 
One source said the talks were “in 
very bad shape.” 
It was the third time the talks have 
broken off since they began in October. 
Each side is blaming the other. 


It appeared to be up to federal 
mediators to call both sides back to the 
bargaining table, but it was not known 
when the call might go out. 


Meanwhile, about 100 UMW miners 
picketing outside a non-union mine 
near Norton, Va., were arrested 
Friday, but later were released 
pending court hearings. 
In a separate incident, 17 miners 
were arrested less than a mile away 
after a rock was thrown through the 
windshield of a non-union coal truck as 
it passed in a heavily guarded convoy. 
The 
union 
has 
been 
trying 
throughout its strike to hamper the 
production of non-union coal. 
The UMW strike began when its old 
contract with the Bituminous Coal 
O perators Association expired at 
midnight Dec. 6. It is the union’s 10th 
strike since 19 37. 
UMW President Arnold Miller said 
coal operators walked out of the talks 
Friday afternoon after rejecting a 
union bargaining proposal without 
discussion. 
Saying he was “ saddened and 
discouraged” at what he called callous 
behavior by the industry, he said, “The

association 
underestim ates 
the 
strength and courage of the members 
... The operators may be able to walk 
out of the negotiations. But they can’t 
walk away from their responsibilities 
to hundreds of thousands of mine 
workers and their families. 
“It may be a tough New Year — but 
the UMW A wiU prevail,” Miller said. 
The industry, in a statement of its 
own, said the union had begun to back 
away 
from 
previous 
tentative 
agreements in the talks. 
“Unless the union can come to a 
position where it is willing to stick with 
the hard decisions necessary to 
achieve labor stability, there cannot be 
a successful resolution of these 
negotiations. The BCOA has made 
such decisions for its side and stands 
by them. 
It was the third break-off in the 
talks. The last time it happened, 


Thanksgiving week, federal mediators 
took charge. 
B argainers had been near an 
agreement several days ago on a 
complex “labor stability” agreement 
designed to cut down on wildcat strikes 
and make depleted health and pension 
funds more solvent. 
But no agreement could be reached 
on a key industry proposal to require 
that miners participating in wildcat 
strikes reimburse the benefit funds. 
The funds normally get money from 
the industry on the basis of coal mined 
and hours worked. 
Industry sources said the new union 
proposals on Friday contained a 
formal rejection of this “pay-back” 
plan, and this was partially respon­ 
sible for the walk-out. The union said 
its proposals were “to continue health 
and pension benefits for over 800,000 
miners and dependents.”

A good manure handling sy stem 
makes best use of land, labor and 
capital. It also uses the manure’s v alue 
as a fertilizer and soil conditioner, 
while av oiding pollution and nuisance 
problems. 
To aid the dairy farmer is ev aluating 
sy stems, a new publication "Selecting 
Dairy Manure Handling Sy stems” is 
av ailable for 50 cents from the 
Agricultural Engineering Department 
atOSU. 
According 
to 
Roger 
Miller, 
Ex tension agricultural engineer, the 
six page brochure ex amines the ad­ 
v antages and disadv antages of today ’s 
dairy manure handling sy stems, 
whether to haul the manure daily or 
store it and whether to handle it as a 
solid or liquid. Various designs for 
storage are illustrated. The v alue of 
manure is discussed in terms of both 
nutrients added to the soil and dollars 
returned. 
The major thrust of the paper is the 
economic comparison of common 
manure handling sy stems, using 1977 
cost 
estimates 
prov ided 
by 
agricultural 
engineers 
at 
the 
Univ ersity of Wisconsin. Detailed 
tables compare initial inv estment and 
annual costs for stacking manure, 
daily hauling, liquid manure storage 
basin and liquid manure storage tanks 
m both a 50-cow stanchion bam and a 
100-cow free stall bam. 
The comparison itemizes costs of 
v arious sy stems. To ex tend the 
comparison to his own operation, the 
dairy man can substitute his actual 
costs.

The group is 
hoping to hav e a reunion of all past 
members sometime during the y ear. 
“ These indiv iduals — from the 
training they hav e receiv ed as Ohio 
Fashion Board members—prov ide 
ex cellent resources, or serv e as key 
clothing leaders, throughout Ohio and 
bey ond," say s Miskell. 
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Consumer price index at 185 4 was 
up 0 .5 percent in Nov ember or at a 8 
percent annual rate It was the largest 
month to month increase in 5 months 
The index had risen at an annual rate 
of 3.8 percent the past three months 
Beef, fresh fruit and new cars were up 
significantly . On an annual rate, beef 
prices raw 32 percent, fruit 75 percent, 
and new cars 18 percent. 


Farm pesticides are ex pected to be 
in ample supply at slightly higher 
prices in 1978 Regulations continue to 
be a v ery important factor in the 
pesticide market. Many presently used 
products such as tox aphene, lindane, 
endrin and chlorohenzilate could be 
remov ed. The registration of Treflan is 
being continued by EPA for 1978. 


Com ex ports last y ear were 1.7 
billion bushels. Ned too many y ears 
ago ex ports of 109-200 million bushels 
was considered good. As incomes 
improv ed around the world and 
demand for meats increased so hav e 
ex ports of U.S. feed grains. This surge 
started about 1960 The U.S. produces 
more coarse grains 'feed grains) than 
any other country in the world, feeds 
more, and ex ports nearly half of all the 
coarse grains that mov e in world 
trade. The biggest growth in the use of 
coarse grains has been outside the U.S. 
Since 
1960 coarse grains fed to 
liv estock (ex cluding the U.S.) hav e 
risen 165 MMT or nearly doubled. The 
biggest increase has been in the USSR 
— up 60 MMT or 250 percent. 
Proportionally the increase in Mex ico 
was 15 times; Japan, 4 times; Spain, 3 
times, and; Brazil,2.5times.

As y ou may be returning a holiday 
item or two, y ou might be interested in 
knowing what rights y ou hav e, or don’t 
hav e, in returning purchased goods 
Q. What is the state law that 
prohibits me from returning personal 
articles to the store wher they were 
purchased7 
A. 
There 
is 
none. 
Despite 
widespread misconception, the law 
prohibiting 
the 
return 
of 
un­ 
dergarments, hats, pierced earrings, 
and other similarly personal items 
does not ex ist There is no such law on 
the books in Ohio. 
Q. Does that mean that I can return 
personal items at my option? 
A. Not necessarily . As with the sale 
of other consumer products, the return 
or ex change of personal items is based 
on the policy of the retail establish­ 
ments. Unless the goods are defectiv e 
in some way which was not disclosed 
at the time of purchase, the retail store 
is under no obligation to make a refund 
or ex change. 
Q. Is the retailer v iolating the law by 


say ing "It is illegal for us to take back 
personal items"? 


A. No. If store policy prev ents such 
returns, the clerk may simply be 
ov erstating the case. We suggest that 
return or ex change policy be posted in 
stores, but that is not required either 
There are many arguments in fav or of 
a liberal return policy ; it may improv e 
customer relations. With respect to 
matters of personal cleanliness, 
howev er, is reassuring to most people 
to know that personal items hav e been 
handled with strict concern for 
hy giene 
Q. What’s to prev ent me from being 
sold used goods returned by another 
consumer7 
A. The Commerce Department has a 
rule, New for Used (1301: 3-3-08 , for­ 
merly COcp-3-01.06), which prohibits 
suppliers from selling used goods as 
new Howev er, for the purposes of this 
rule, returned goods, which were 
nev er actually used by the consumer, 
are still considered new or unusued. 


A recent dev elopment in the area of 
consumer law may interest those who 
hav e ex perienced annoy ing tactics 
Looking A t W ater Rights 


used by bill collectors. Remember, 
this just doesn’t happen when someone 
hasn’t paid a bill. .Sometimes, tliere 
are mistakes in billing, undeliv ered or 
shoddy goods, etc. The new law may 
help defray some of the tension and 
annoy ance of the debt situation. 
Under the new debt collection law, to 
be enforced by the Federal Trade 
Commission, a debt collector is 
sev erely limited in the tactics he may 
employ . He cannot: (1) call y ou at 
unusual or inconv enient times; (I) call 
y ou at work if y our employ er objects; 
(3) ex cept with court permission, 
rev eal y our debt to a third party other 
than y our spouse or legal adv isor; (4) 
communicate with y ou after he 
receiv es y our written refusal to pay , 
ex cept to inform y ou of possible fur­ 
ther action by the creditor; (5) use 
harassing or intimidating language, or 
falsely threaten arrest. Although the 
new law protects persons from debt 
collection abuses, it does not allow 
“ deadbeats" to escape pay ment of 
legitimate debts. Indiv iduals who sue 
debt collectors under the law may be 
awarded damages of up to $100. In 
class action suits by groups of persons, 
the court may award up to 1500,000 in 
damages. 


Winter wheat planting intentions 
report showed U.S. farmers seeding 
48 .1 million acres — down 14 percent 
from the 56.0 million seeded one y ear 
ago. The production for the 1978 crop 
was placed at a preliminary 1.32 billion 
acres, down 28 percent from 1,58 0,000 
acres in 1977. Ohio wheat output was 
estimated at 46.3 million bushels. This 
compares to 72.4 produced in 1977. The 
substantial decrease in wheat acreage 
will prov ide some relief to the ex cess 
wheat production problem. Many of 
the wheat acres not planted to wheat 
will be 
assigned to the 
set aside 
program. But, still some will be 
planted to soy beans or com and can 
hav e substantial influence on output 
and prices of these crops nex t y ear. 


Wool 
support prices 
for 1977 
marketings hav e been increased from 
$.72 to $.99 per pound. The incentiv e 
price for 1978 will be $1.08 per pound. 


Hogs and pigs on 
U.S. 
farms 
December 1 were reported 5 percent 
higher than a y ear ago. Hogs kept for 
breeding were up 9 percent while 
market hogs were up 4 percent. The 
Dec., 1977 to May , 1978 pig crop in­ 
tentions 
were up 
12 percent. 
Marketings in January and February 
should 
be up moderately from 
December 
lev els 
with 
prices 
av eraging in a $38 to $40 per hundred 
weight range in the 7 major markets. A 
further price drop can be ex pected in 
the spring as marketings increase.

Water rights law has been in­ 
terpreted by some to cov er all facets of 
water decisions inv olv ing statutes, 
courts and administrativ e agencies. 
Black’s Law Dictionary limits the 
scope of water rights to a legal right to 
use water for general or specific 
purposes, including rights to change 
the place of div ersion, storage, or use 
of water. 
Water rights in Ohio are determined 
by case law, which is similar to that of 
other eastern states, say s By ron H. 
Nolte, 
Ex tension 
Agricultural 
Engineer, The Ohio State Univ ersity . 
A landowner along a stream has a 
right to use that water. His supply will 
be protected against unreasonable 
uses or interferences by others. Where 
the landowner obtains his water from 
an underground source, he may pump 
without limit, but his supply will not be 
protected against other uses or in­ 
terferences, Nolte say s. 
Nolte points out that court decisions 
on surface water that are used as the 
basis for case law hav e applied the 
“ riparian rights” doctrine. This 
doctrine states that an owner of lands 
on the banks of a riv er has a right to 
use the water theat flows in a stream 
adjacent to his land without reduction 
in quantity or change in quality . He 
does not own the water, but he has a 
right to use it. He may take whatev er 
he needs for domestic uses, but other 
uses must be reasonable in quantity . 
And although he may use the water, he 
is required to return it to the channel 
when it leav es his land. 
Under the riparian rights law, as it 
has dev eloped in Ohio, one has no 
secure interest in a water right other 
than the adv antages that result from 
being the owner of land upstream from 
other uses. One may use all the water 
he needs for domestic purposes. For 
commercial uses, he may use what is 
reasonable in relation to the needs of 


others using the stream. If an up­ 
stream 
owner’s 
domestic 
requirements such as drinking, 
bathing, irrigating gardens that supply 
food for family use, or watering of 
farm animals demand the entire flow 
of the stream, a downstream owner 
may not complain. For commercial 
purposes, a use that is initially 
reasonable may become unreasonable 
in a later y ear as downstream owners 
dev elop new water needs. 
If a downstream riparian owner 
1 questions the reasonable use by up­ 
stream users, he may file suit to 
determine 
whether 
the 
use 
is 
reasonable. This is the only means he 
has to determine what his rights are in 
specific terms. Few such cases hav e 
been brought to court and little has 
been added to the case law, established 
in the earlier decisions. 
Ground water is gov erned in a dif­ 
ferent manner, Nolte say s. Because of 
the difficulty of determining the ex tent 
and behav ior of water in the ground, 
the courts in Ohio and 14 other riparian 
doctrine states hav e, in effect, refused 
to decide cases on rights of the use of 
ground water. Thus, a landowner may 
remov e whatev er amount of water he 
can pump from his land, short of 
malice. This is known as the “ English" 
rule, or the rule of “ absolute owner­ 
ship.” If it can be shown that ground 
water is trav eling in an underground 
stream, the rules of surface water 
apply . Howev er, it is presumed that 
water in the ground is percolating, 
unless the ex istence of an underground 
stream can be prov en, Nolte say s. 
Because the concept of underground 
streams has been little recognized by 
the courts and ev en less by geologists, 
the effectiv e rule is the one applicable 
to percolating water.

In 1975, school bus accidents killed 
about 200 persons, including 90 pupils, 
10 bus driv ers and 100 other persons, 
reports the National Safety Council. 


Beef output in the first half of 1978 
may be down 1-2 percent from one y ear 
earlier. Fed cattle marketings in the 
first quarter may be 3-4 percent abov e 
y ear earlier while nonfed slaughter 
may equal one y ear ago. Howev er cow 
slaughter may be down 10 percent. 
There will be a seasonal decline in fed 
cattle slaughter in the spring but still 5 
percent abov e that in the second 
quarter of 1977. Nonfed slaughter may 
be 
reduced 15-20 percent if forage 
supplies are adequate and contribute 
to a decline in total beef output. In the 
last half of 1978 , fed cattle slaughter 
will be abov e 1977, but a decline in total 
beef output of 3 to 5 percent is ex pected 
due to large declines in nonfed 
slaughter.

Pros ecution Concerned 
With Conv iction Difficulties 


COL UMBUS, Oh» f AP) - Concern 
is continuing to build among Ohio's 
prosecuting 
attorneys 
over 
a 
legislative oversight that makes it 
more difficult to convict criminals and 
make the convictions stick. 
The same concern has reached the 
legislature, and Sen. Stanley J. 
Aronoff, K-Cincinnati, said Thursday 
I« hopes prompt action will be taken 
by the General Assembly which opens 
its \ rm session Tuesday. 
Involved is a pair of 1977 decisions by 
the Oh» Supreme Court which said 
that when a defendant enters a plea of 
insanity, or self defense, it becomes 
the burden of the prosecutor to prove 
sanity or disprove the self defense 
plea 
Only this week, the Supreme Court 
invalidated the death sentence of 
Donald Steven Toth, convicted of 
aggravated murder in L icking County 
after pleas of insanity and intoxication 
- both of which, like self defense, are 
“ affirmative defenses," in lawyers’ 
parlance. Toth’s conviction was 
upheld, but his case was sent back to 
the trial court for further proceedings. 
The high court said licking County 
Common Pleas Court acted im ­ 
properly when it placed upon Toth the 
burden of proving he was insane and 
intoxicated, based on a section of the 
newly revised Oh» Criminal Code, 
which became effective Jan 1, 1974. 
Aronoff, who got through the Senate 
last year a bill to place the burden of 
proving insanity of the defense, said he 
would be agreeable to House amend­ 
ments that would do the same for self 
defense and aU other affirmative 
defenses. 
Aronoff said the status of the present 
crim inal code came about inad­ 
vertently. 
" I don’t believe even one member 


'of the legislature i was aware that this 
language was in there,” he added. But 
he asserted that the law should be 
changed quickly. 
"The insanity defense is becoming 
almost routine. Almost as a matter of 
course, a defense attorney will suggest 
it in going over their alternatives in a 
case," he said. 


Aronoff conceded that his feelings 
are not the same as some House 
members who wouldn’t mind if his bill 
floundered. 


“ Some of the liberal elements over 
there would just as soon not see my bill 
even get a hearing," he said. It passed 
the Senate Nov 22 by a vote of 31-0, 
however 


The two court decisions — State vs. 
Humphries on the insanity issue and 
State vs. Robinson on the self defense 
matter — have been applauded in 
some circles.

L ately, there has been a great deal of 
controversy about killing animals and 
publishing pictures of them and the 
hunter These are two separate issues 
and, in my commentary, I will deal 
with them accordingly 
I have been hunting deer for seven 
vears and have greatly enjoyed every 
moment of it. After harvesting two, I 
have come to know and respect them 
very much, 1, like ail deer hunters 
work very hard for my venison 
The state of Ohio opens deer seasons, 
issuing a certain amount of doe per­ 
mits, to keep the herd number down. 
This is because a certain area of land 
will support a certain amount of deer, 
and no more. If the herd were allowed 
to multiply faster than the mortality 
rate, disease and starvation would run 
rampant and the herd number would 
be even lower than it is now with 
controlled hunting. There are no weak 
and diseased deer because of this 
controlled hunting. I like deer, too, and 
this is why I, and most other hunters 
harvest them. The state of Ohio is to be 
commended on a fine job well done in 
controlling the state herd size. I would 
welcome comments from a 
state 
conservation and wildlife expert to 
hopefully satisfy all concerned in this 
heated issue. 
When it comes to publishing pictures 
of hunters and their game, I suppose 
that 
to 
satisfy 
the 
“ non-mis- 
understanding" citizens, this paper 
should refrain. I personally see no 
distaste in it and like to see some of the 
various trophies taken statewide. 
Hunting is man’s nature and duty and 
u lot of work and study goes into it.

at the beginning of an examination. 
What is he looking for’ 
Mr G.L .U., W Va. 
Dear Mr. U.: 
The tongue, the lips, the mouth and 
the teeth provide a wealth of in­ 
formation for the doctor. He uses them 
for the diagnosis and the subsequent 
treatment of 
many 
of 
the 
body 
ailments 
Nutritional and vitamin deficiencies, 
allergies, tum ors, hormone 
im ­ 
balances. infections, lead poisonings, 
and fungus infections are often ap­ 
parent when first the doctor asks you 
to say, "A h." 
It is estimated that more than 75 
percent of all illnesses produce some 
symptoms in the mouth and the throat. 
Viral diseases such as measles 
produce pale white spots with a red 
border. These are the “ Koplik spots'* 
that are characteristic of measles. 
Scarlet fever, now a comparatively 
rare disease in the United States, is 
readily identified by the “ strawberry 
tongue." This is almost a definitive 
diagnostic sign. 
A smooth magenta-colored tongue is 
highly suggestive of a vitamin B 
deficiency. This especially when ac­ 
companied by tiny breaks in the skin at 
the comer of the mouth, puts the 
doctor on the alert. 
Sometimes, after long use of an­ 
tibiotics, a black discoloration of the 


tongue us present This is caused by a 
minor fungus infection which usually 
disappears a short time after the 
antibiotic is discontinued. 
Mercury, 
lead 
and 
bismuth 
poisoning produce a colored line along 
the margin of the gum. This, too, 
becomes suspicious and suggests that 
the doctor further investigate the 
cause 
White 
patches 
(leukoplakia) 
sometimes appear on the surface of 
the tongue and the inner lining of the 
cheeks They are often attributed to 
the hot smoke of a pipe, a cigar or 
cigarettes. They are “ watched" 
carefully by doctors and dentists in 
order to be sure that they do not grow 
and are not dangerous. 
Tender, bleeding gums suggest the 
possibility of trench mouth, or 
pyorrheal pockets which deserve 
immediate attention. 


The absence of teeth and the shifting 
of those which are present change the 
bite and then secondarily affect the 
jaw joint. Referred pain to the ears, 
the back of the neck and even to the 
shoulders may be caused by this joint 
condition. 


The tongue may reflect disorders of 
the pituitary, the thyroid and the 
adrenal glands. Speech disorders can 
be traced to the bound-down tongue 
and to the palate.

has taken at least 38 lives in the South 
recently could happen in Ohio at any 
tune, according to grain industry 
officials. 
Despite 
extensive 
safety 
precautions, the tiniest spark can 
ignite naturally floating dust in the air, 
devastating an elevator or m ill and 
usually killing or injuring a number of 
workers. 
The most recent elevator explosion 
in Ohio occurred in 1976 when one man 
was killed and two others burned in a 
blast at the Ohio Grain Co.’s elevator 
at Mechanicsburg in Champaign 
County. 
" It’s never been definitely proved, 
but we’re pretty sure it was caused by 
a motor that broke loose from a screw 
conveyor, and when that dropped, a 
wire pulled out and arced," said 
Roland Schneiderer, the company’s 
vice president for grain. 
That blast destroyed 10 grain bins 
and a head house and caused $750,000 
in 
damage. Schneiderer said the 
elevator will not be hack in full 
operation until the spring of 1978. 
"We’re a lot more conscious of it 
(dust) now," he said. "You just have to 
become safety conscious and do 
everything to keep dust out of the air 
and keep the place cleaned up.” 
Richard Moore, vice president and 
regional manager of M ill Mutuals, the 
insurance company 
which insures 
about 60 percent of the grain elevators 
in Ohio, said shorts in wiring, steel 
shovels scraped along concrete floors, 
hot motors or hot bearings can all 
provide the spark needed to ignite 
dust. 
Moore, who believes elevator ex­ 
plosions have become more common 
during the last years, said explosions 
are more likely to occur in concrete 
elevators than in wooden or steel 
structures because there’s a better 
chance the latter structures are better 
vented through cracks and other 
openings in walls. 
About 30 percent of the elevators in 
Ohio are concrete. 
Concrete elevators act almost like 
giant gun barrels, officials say. For 
example, when com dust is ignited, it 
generates a force of about 6,000 pounds 
per square inch per second. In a 
concrete elevator, the blast has 
nowhere to go but up, and by the time it 
reaches the top of a 120-foot elevator, 
the force is devastating. 
Another problem is that the first 
explosion often sparks additional 
explosions. Three or four blasts at 15-to 


20-second interv als are not uncommon. 


George Greenleaf of the Ohio Grain, 
Feed and Fertilizer Association said 
mixed grain dust is about 25 times 
more explosive than coal dust. Starch 
dust is about 35 times more explosive, 
and wheat dust is about 50 times more 
explosive. 


This tremendous force is the reason 
elevator explosions are so destructive, 
he said. 


From 1900 to 1957, according to the 
National Fire Protection Association, 
490 grain dust explosions killed 381 
persons nationwide. 


"T his is more powerful than 
dynamite and gasoline," Greenleaf 
said. “ It's really more like an atomic 
bomb. I ’m not kidding."

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Park Wanted Carter Lands In Iran 
In Courts, 
Congress 


WASHINGTON (AP) — House in­ 
vestigators, harshly denouncing the 
U.S.-South Korean agreement to get 
Tongsun Park’s testimony on alleged 
Capitol Hill influence-buying, say 
they’ll subpoena him to testify before 
Congress as well as in the courts. 


Rep. John J. Flynt, D-Ga., chairman 
of the House ethics committee, called 
the-agreement “a facade” that allows 
Park to refuse to testify to Congress. 


“Congress will not sit idly by arn* 
accept this insult,” Flynt said. 
The panel’s special counsel, Leon 
Jaworski, said South Korea “continues 
to conceal facts from Congress and has 
in addition persuaded the Department 
of Justice to assist it.” 
Flynt and Jaworski issued the harsh 
statements almost immediately after 
American and Korean officials an­ 
nounced an agreement committing 
Park to testify in U.S. courts on his 
alleged influence-buying operation in 
Congress. 
A criminal 
indictment 
charging 
Park with bribery and influence- 
buying will be dropped under the 
agreement, but only after Park has 
completed “truthful testimony” in 
court. 
Assistant Attorney General Ben­ 
jamin R. Civiletti said Park can be 
held and prosecuted for perjury if he 
lies, but otherwise will be allowed to 
return to Korea and will be immune 
from further U.S. prosecution. 


The agreement specifies that Park is 
not committed to testify before any 
congressional committee. 
Park is accused to trying to buy 
influence in Congress for the South 
Korean government by distributing 
contributions 
to 
more 
than 
20 
congressmen and entertaining dozens 
of others at his George Town Club. 
The Justice Department has in­ 
dicated it plans no more criminal 
indictments unless Park provides new 
evidence. The House committee says it 
needs the testimony to determine if 
there 
was 
any 
wrongdoing 
by 
congressmen. 
Jaworski’s statement said he has 
already notified U.S. and Korean of­ 
ficials that Park will be subpoenaed to 
testify before the ethics committee if 
he comes to the United States to ap­ 
pear in court. 
The Justice Department said the 
agreement commits Park to testify, if 
called, at any relevant trial, including 
those of former Rep. Richard T. 
Hanna, D-Calif., and Washington-area 
businessman Hancho C. Kim. 
Hanna is charged with conspiring 
with 
Park 
to 
influence 
other 
congressmen and Kim is charged with 
conducting a second influence-buying 
operation. 
Civiletti said he and Paul R. Michel, 
head of the Justice Department’s 
Korean investigation, will leave for 
Seoul Friday to question Park and 
expect to be there about two weeks. 


TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — President 
Carter flying from a snowstorm in 
Poland arrived in sunny Tehran today, 
to a greeting from the Shah of Iran and 
an Imperial Honor Guard. 
Air Force One landed at Mehrabad 
International Airport at about 4:35 
p.m. (7:35 a.m. EST), some 4V« hours 
after leaving Warsaw. 
Shortly before Carter arrived, 
hundreds of anti-American and anti­ 
government 
protestors 
staged 
sporadic 
demonstrators 
around 
Tehran, the capital. 
Some shouted “Yankee go home” in 
a demontration at the U.S. Embassy in 
downtown Tehran. 
Thousands of police in riot gear and 
plainclothes guarded the six mile route 
tile Carter motorcade will take from 
the airport to the White Palace where 
he will spend the night. 
Protestors also massed at Tehran 
University, and outside the offices of a 
jointly 
owned 
Iranian-American 
company. 
Witnesses said they smashed win­ 
dows at the company offices. The 
crowds dispersed when police arrived. 
Several arrests were reported. 
At the university, demonstrators 
carrying placards proclaiming “We 
hate Americans” and “Down with 
Imperialists” were hustled into police 
vans and taken away. 
Carter, hatless in driving snow, 
reviewed a military honor guard with 
Polish Communist Party leader 
Edward Gierek at the Warsaw 
military airport. 
Snow, falling from a leaden sky, 
covered the president’s hair as he 
chatted briefly with families of the 
U.S. Embassy staff and shook hands 
with a small crowd of Polish factory 
workers bussed to the airport for the 
brief departure ceremony. There were 


no airport statements. 
A large red sign at the airport 
proclaimed: 
“Long live friendship 
between the peoples of Poland and the 
United States.” 
Carter, ending his first visit to a 
Communist nation, boarded Air Force 
One for the 4 Vi hour flight southeast to 
the Iranian capital. 
The Boeing-707 jet was airborne at 
9:13 a.m. (3:13 a.m. EST). 
Carter will be meeting the Shah of 
Iran in Tehran to discuss energy 
problems with one of the world’s 
largest oil producing nations. He and 
the Shah also were expected to take up 
the latest Middle East developments, 
before 
Carter’s New Year’s Day 
meeting in Tehran with King Hussein 
of Jordan. 
The President is expected to decide 
today whether he will include a brief 
meeting with Egyptian President 


Anwar Sadat in his foreign itinerary. 
Carter said Friday he was con­ 
sidering a stopover in Egypt while en 
route to France Wednesday after a 
meeting with King Khaled in Saudi 
Arabia Tuesday. 
Carter, offering a toast at a lavish 
state dinner Friday night at the 17th- 
century 
Warsaw 
palace, 
said he 
believed Poland and the Soviet Union 
would launch a war only under “the 
most 
profound 
provocation 
or 
misunderstanding.” 
As for the United States, he said, 
“We also want peace and would never 
start a war, except by mistake, when 
we didn’t understand the motives and 
attitudes and desire for peace on the 
part of our potential adversaries.” 
Toasting his host, Polish Communist 
Party leader Edward Gierek, Carter 
said his visit to Warsaw — a city 
rebuilt from the ashes of World War II 


— convinced him Poland and the 
Soviet Union have suffered so deeply 
from war they would never start one 
on their own. 
“Although we belong to different 
military alliances, our hunger for 
peace is the same,” Carter said. 
Gierek, in his reply, said Poland 
“spares no effort to consolidate the 
process of detente 
and make 
it 
irreversible, for detente is the only 
alternative.” 
Driving to the banquet, the Carter 
motorcade passed through about IOO 
dissidents gathered outside the palace 
gates on a cold and rainy night. The 
demonstrators chanted in Polish 
“Carter, Carter, save us, save us.” 
In his toast, however, Carter praised 
the Polish record of “a deep com­ 
mitment to human rights, a belief in 
the value of human freedom and 
human life.” 


Cambodia Cuts Diplomacy 
With Invading Vietnam 


BANGKOK, Thailand 
(AP) 
- 
Cambodia cut diplomatic ties with 
Vietnam today and accused its 
Communist neighbor and former ally 
of mounting a massive invasion and 
plotting to topple the Phnom Penh 
government. 
Radio Phnom Penh, in a broadcast 
monitored here, claimed several 
divisions of Vietnamese troops — 
aided by “ foreigners” acting as 
“direct commanders and advisors” — 
have invaded Cambodia, backed by 
hundreds of tanks and warplanes. The 
broadcast did 
not 
identify 
the 
“foreigners.” 
Cambodian President Khieu Sam- 
phan, in a 46-minute speech broadcast 
by the official state radio, accused 
Vietnam of 
trying 
to 
attain 
its 
“strategic desire to make Cambodia a 
member of the Vietnam-dominated 
Union of Indochina.” 
He said the invasion began last 
September and claimed the attackers 
burned villages, raped women and 
shot civilians. 
Radio 
Phnom 
Penh 
said the 
diplomatic rift will continue until 
Vietnamese forces withdraw from 
Cambodia. 
The broadcast was the first official 


acknowledgement of fighting between 
Vietnam and Cambodia. Frontier 
clashes between the Communist states 
involving heavy artillery, aircraft and 
large troops units were reported by 
sources in Bangkok and Washington in 
December. 
Official Vietnamese radio broad­ 
casts made no mention of the Cam­ 
bodian statement. 
Cambodia 
gave 
Vietnamese 
diplomats until Jan. 7 to leave the 
country and said air links between the 
two countries would be suspended. 
The fighting is believed con­ 
centrated in an area known as the 
Parrot’s Beak, a protrusion of rice- 
rich Cambodian territory that juts into 
Vietnam. The heart of the parrot’s 
beak, scene of a controversial 
American military incursion in 1970 
during the Indochina War, is about 75 
miles from the Cambodian capital and 
65 miles west of Saigon. 
Sources in Bangkok said the Viet­ 
namese are using American-made 
warplanes and other equipment 
captured from U.S.-backed South 
Vietnamese forces when the Saigon 
government 
surrendered. 
One 
Bangkok source said casualties on 
both sides “appear to have been 


substantial” in fighting on both sides of 
the frontier. 
Communist-led forces of North 
Vietnam and the Cambodian Khmer 
Rouge were allies against U.S.- 
supported governments in South 
Vietnam and Cambodia until the 
Comm) mist takeovers of both coun­ 
tries in April 1975. 
But Vietnam and Cambodia have 
had poor relations since then and 
territorial claims and a long history of 
bloody Vietnamese-Cambodian con­ 
flicts appear to be fueling the border 
problem. 


Guy's Brother Leads 
'Auld Long Syne1 


WASHINGTON (AP) - In Scotland, 
they play it on bagpipes. Beethoven 
composed a setting. Robert Burns 
wrote it, maybe with help. And the 
original “ cup o’kindness” wasn’t 
Scotch whiskey. 
Millions tonight will sing and listen 
to Auld Lang Syne — “old long since” 
— a song of remembrance that dates 
back more than 200 years. 
They’ll be singing it — for the 49th 
year — in New York’s Waldorf- 
Astoria. But without Guy Lombardo, 
who died this year, leading the Royal 
Canadians. Instead, brother Victor 
will conduct. 
Tracing the song’s origins, song 
sleuths have found the germ of the 
melody surfaced in 1687. From then 
until 1765, five more songs were built 
around it. Versions of the words ap­ 
peared in 1787 and 1796. 
Burns, generally considered the 
song’s author, said he took down the 
words as he heard an old man sing 
them. 
And it’s played on bagpipes in 
Scotland, offered June Smith, who 
answered the phone at the British 
Embassy in a modified Scottish 
brogue. 
But why a song of nostalgia and 
remembrance at the beginning of the 
New Year?

“It’s more than that,” she said, “It’s 
forgetting the past and looking toward 
the future ... letting bygones be 
bygones.”

“Such a note is just right for New 
Year’s Eve, when the mind hovers 
between retrospect and anticipation 
and we think equally of days gone 
forever and days to come.” 
Smith said that in the old days 
Scottish clans fought and then buried 
the hatchet at the beginning of a new 
year. 
The “cup o’kindness” is a pint of ale. 
You’ll find it in the third verse as “pint 
stowp.” 
Here’s the last four verses, if you 
care to do them tonight, with most of 
the dialect translated: 
“And surely ye’ll pay for your pint — 
And surely I’U pay for mine —And 
we’ll tak a cup o’kindness yet — For 
auld lang syne. 
“We two hae run about the hills — 
And plucked the daisies fine — But 
we’ve wandered many a weary step — 
Since auld lang syne. 
“We two hae paddled in the brook — 
From morning sun till dine — But seas 
between us broad hae roar’d — Since 
auld lang syne. 
“And there’s a hand, my trusty 
friend — And give us a hand o’thine — 
And we’ll tak a right good-will draught 
— For auld lang ayne.”

1978 Begins With 
No End To Strike 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Thousands 
of United Mine Workers members are 
heading into 1978 with no end in sight to 
their 26-day nationwide strike. 


Negotiations on a new contract 
broke off on Friday when coal industry 
operators walked out of the talks and 
officials said they didn’t know when 
the next discussions might be held. 
One source said the talks were “in 
very bad shape.” 


It was the third time the talks have 
broken off since they began in October. 
Each side is blaming the other. 


It appeared to be up to federal 
mediators to call both sides back to the 
bargaining table, but it was not known 
when the call might go out. 


Meanwhile, about IOO UMW miners 
picketing outside a non-union mine 
near Norton, 
Va., 
were arrested 
Friday, but later were released 
pending court hearings. 
In a separate incident, 17 miners 
were arrested less than a mile away 
after a rock was thrown through the 
windshield of a non-union coal truck as 
it passed in a heavily guarded convoy. 
The 
union 
has 
been 
trying 
throughout its strike to hamper the 
production of non-union coal. 
The UMW strike began when its old 
contract with the Bituminous Coal 
Operators Association expired at 
midnight Dec. 6. It is the union’s 10th 
strike since 1937. 
UMW President Arnold Miller said 
coal operators walked out of the talks 
Friday afternoon after rejecting a 
union bargaining proposal without 
discussion. 
Saying he was “ saddened and 
discouraged” at what he called callous 
behavior by the industry, he said, “The

... The operators may be able to walk 
out of the negotiations. But they can’t 
walk away from their responsibilities 
to hundreds of thousands of mine 
workers and their families. 
“It may be a tough New Year — but 
the UMWA will prevail,” Miller said. 
The industry, in a statement of its 
own, said the union had begun to back 
away 
from 
previous 
tentative 
agreements in the talks. 
“Unless the union can come to a 
position where it is willing to stick with 
the hard decisions necessary to 
achieve labor stability, there cannot be 
a successful resolution of these 
negotiations. The BCOA has made 
such decisions for its side and stands 
by them. 
It was the third break-off in the 
talks. The last time it happened, 


Thanksgiving week, federal mediators 
took charge. 
Bargainers had been near an 
agreement several days ago on a 
complex “labor stability” agreement 
designed to cut down on wildcat strikes 
and make depleted health and pension 
funds more solvent. 
But no agreement could be reached 
on a key industry proposal to require 
that miners participating in wildcat 
strikes reimburse the benefit funds. 
The funds normally get money from 
the industry on the basis of coal mined 
and hours worked. 
Industry sources said the new union 
proposals on Friday 
contained 
a 
formal rejection of this “pay-back” 
plan, and this was partially respon­ 
sible for the walk-out. The union said 
its proposals were “to continue health 
and pension benefits for over 800,000 
miners and dependents.”

Dairy Manure 
Handling 
System

A good manure handling system 
makes best use of land, labor and 
capital. It also uses the manure’s value 
as a fertilizer and soil conditioner, 
while avoiding pollution and nuisance 
problems. 
To aid the dairy farmer is evaluating 
systems, a new publication “Selecting 
Dairy Manure Handling Systems” is 
avaiiable for 50 cents from the 
Agricultural Engineering Department 
at OSU. 
. According 
to 
Roger 
Miller, 
Extension agricultural engineer, the 
six page brochure examines the ad­ 
vantages and disadvantages of today's 
dairy manure handling systems, 
whether to haul the manure daily or 
store it and whether to handle it as a 
solid or liquid. Various designs for 
storage are illustrated. The value of 
manure is discussed in terms of both 
nutrients added to the soil and dollars 
returned. 
The major thrust of the paper is the 
economic comparison of common 
manure handling systems, using 1977 
cost 
estimates 
provided 
by 
agricultural 
engineers 
at 
the 
University of Wisconsin. Detailed 
tables compare initial investment and 
annual coks for stacking manure, 
daily hauling, liquid manure storage 
basin and liquid manure storage tanks 
in both a 50-cow stanchion bam and a 
100-cow free stall bam. 
The comparison itemizes costs of 
various systems. To extend the 
comparison to his own operation, the 
dairyman can substitute his actual 
costs. 
This publication, “Selecting Dairy 
Manure Handling Systems (AED-18)”, 
is available from your local county 
Extension Office or Extension

PROGRAM FOR 1978 
Plans are underway for a statewide 
educational program in clothing, says 
Alice Miskell, assistant state leader, 4- 
H, The Ohio State University. The new 
Ohio 4-H Fashion Board met in 
October and December to set 
guidelines for the 1978 program 
“Coordinate and Update with Fashion 
Cents.” 
The aim in program development is 
to provide an educational package that 
may be used in training key clothing 
leaders, such as area and county 
fashion boards and experienced 
clothing advisors. 
“Because of the travel involved, 
these training experiences or meetings 
will be held at key points in the state as 
leader training opportunities, Miskell 
says. 
The Ohio 4-H Fashion Board is 
composed of 12 members—one from 
each of the IO Extension Areas, the 
state 4-H clothing winner, and the state 
4-H Fashion Revue winner. The pur­ 
pose of the board is to conduct and 
promote the 4-H clothing program and 
provide key leadership opportunities 
for older youth enrolled in clothing. 
The board also strives to maintain the 
quality of the 4-H clothing program as 
well as provide honor for members. 
Norma Deyo, Extension clothing 
specialist at Ohio State, along with 
Miskell, serve as advisors for the 
group. 
The board will be observing its 10th 
anniversary in 1978. The group is 
hoping to have a reunion of all past 
members sometime during the year. 
“These individuals — from the 
training they have received as Ohio 
Fashion Board members—provide 
excellent resources, or serve as key 
clothing leaders, throughout Ohio and 
beyond,” says Miskell. 


Farm pesticides are expected to be 
rn ample supply at slightly higher 
prices in 1978. Regulations continue to 
be a very important factor in the 
pesticide market. Many presently used 
products such as toxaphene, lindane, 
endrin and chlorohenzilate could be 
removed. The registration of Treflan is 
being continued by EPA for 1978. 


Corn exports last year were 1.7 
billion bushels. Not too many years 
ago exports of 100-200 million bushels 
was considered good. As incomes 
improved around the world and 
demand for meats increased so have 
exports of U.S. feed grains. This surge 
started about 1960. The U.S. produces 
more coarse grains (feed grains) than 
any other country in the world, feeds 
more, and exports nearly half of all the 
coarse grains that move in world 
trade. The biggest growth in the use of 
coarse grains has been outside the U.S. 
Since 1960 coarse grains fed to 
livestock (excluding the U.S.) have 
risen 165 MMT or nearly doubled. The 
biggest increase has been in the USSR 
— up 60 MMT or 250 percent. 
Proportionally the increase in Mexico 
was 15 times; Japan, 4 times; Spain, 3 
times, and; Brazil,2.5times.

As you may be returning a holiday 
item or two, you might be interested in 
blowing what rights you have, or don’t 
have, in returning purchased goods. 
Q. What is the state law that 
prohibits me from returning personal 
articles to the store wher they were 
purchased? 
A. 
There 
is 
none. 
Despite 
widespread misconception, the law 
prohibiting 
the 
return 
of un­ 
dergarments, hats, pierced earrings, 
and other similarly personal items 
does not exist. There is no sud) law on 
the books in Ohio. 
Q. Does that mean that I can return 
personal items at my option? 
A. Not necessarily. As with the sale 
of other consumer products, the return 
or exchange of personal items is based 
on the policy of the retail establish­ 
ments. Unless the goods are defective 
in some way which was not disclosed 
at the time of purchase, the retail store 
is under no obligation to make a refund 
or exchange. 
Q. Is the retailer violating the law by 


Winter wheat planting intentions 
report showed U.S. farmers seeding 
48.1 million acres — down 14 percent 
from the 56.0 million seeded one year 
ago. The production for the 1978 crop 
was placed at a preliminary 1.32 billion 
acres, down 28 percent from 1,580,000 
acres in 1977. Ohio wheat output was 
estimated at 46.3 million bushels. This 
compares to 72.4 produced in 1977. The 
substantial decrease in wheat acreage 
will provide some relief to the excess 
wheat production problem. Many of 
the wheat acres not planted to wheat 
will be assigned to the set aside 
program. But, still some will be 
planted to soybeans or com and can 
have substantial influence on output 
and prices of these crops next year. 


Wool support prices for 1977 
marketings have been increased from 
$.72 to $.99 per pound. The incentive 
price for 1978 will be $1.08 per pound. 


Hogs and pigs on U.S. farms 
December I were reported 5 percent 
higher than a year ago. Hogs kept for 
breeding were up 9 percent while 
market hogs were up 4 percent. The 
Dec., 1977 to May, 1978 pig crop in­ 
tentions 
were

Marketings in January and February 
should be up moderately from

saying “It is illegal for us to take back 
personal items”? 
A. No. If store policy prevents such 
returns, the clerk may simply be 
overstating the case. We suggest that 
return or exchange policy be posted in 
stores, but that is not required either. 
There are many arguments in favor of 
a liberal return policy; it may improve 
customer relations. With respect to 
matters of personal cleanliness, 
however, is reassuring to most people 
to know that personal items have been 
handled with strict concern for 
hygiene. 
Q. What’s to prevent me from being 
sold used goods returned by another 
consumer? 
A. The Commerce Department has a 
rule, New for Used (1301: 3-3-08, for­ 
merly COcp-3-01.08), which prohibits 
suppliers from selling used goods as 
new. However, for the purposes of this 
nile, returned goods, which were 
never actually used by the consumer, 
are still considered new or unusued. 


A recent development in the area of 
consumer law may interest those who 
have experienced annoying tactics 
Looking A t W ater Rights 


used by bill collectors. Remember, 
this just doesn’t happen when someone 
hasn’t paid a bill. Sometimes, there 
are mistakes in billing, undelivered or 
shoddy goods, etc. The new law may 
help defray some of the tension and 
annoyance of the debt situation. 
Under the new debt collection law, to 
be enforced by the Federal Trade 
Commission, a debt collector is 
severely limited in the tactics he may 
employ. He cannot: (I) call you at 
unusual or inconvenient times; (2) call 
you at work if your employer objects; 
(3) except with court permission, 
reveal your debt to a third party other 
than your spouse or legal advisor; (4) 
communicate with you after he 
receives your written refusal to pay, 
except to inform you of possible fur­ 
ther action by the creditor; (5) use 
harassing or intimidating language, or 
falsely threaten arrest. Although the 
new law protects persons from debt 
collection abuses, it does not allow 
“deadbeats” to escape payment of 
legitimate debts. Individuals who sue 
debt collectors under the law may be 
awarded damages of up to HOO. In 
class action suits by groups of persons, 
the court may award up to $500,000 in 
damages.

Water rights law has beat in­ 
terpreted by some to cover all facets of 
water decisions involving statutes, 
courts and administrative agencies. 
Black’s Law Dictionary limits the 
scope of water rights to a legal right to 
use water for general or specific 
purposes, including rights to change 
the place of diversion, storage, or use 
of water. 
Water rights in Ohio are determined 
by case law, which is similar to that of 
other eastern states, says Byron H. 
Nolte, 
Extension 
Agricultural 
Engineer, The Ohio State University. 
A landowner along a stream has a 
right to use that water. His supply will 
be protected against unreasonable 
uses or interferences by others. Where 
the landowner obtains his water from 
an underground source, he may pump 
without limit, but his supply will not be 
protected against other uses or in­ 
terferences, Nolte says. 
Nolte points out that court decisions 
on surface water that are used as the 
basis for case law have applied the 
“riparian rights” doctrine. This 
doctrine states that an owner of lands 
on the banks of a river has a right to 
use the water th eat flows in a stream 
adjacent to his land without reduction 
in quantity or change in quality. He 
does not own the water, bid he has a 
right to use it. He may take whatever 
he needs for domestic uses, but other 
uses must be reasonable in quantity. 
And although he may use the water, he 
is required to return it to the channel 
when it leaves his land. 
Under the riparian rights law, as it 
has developed in Ohio, one has no 
secure interest in a water right other 
than the advantages that result from 
being the owner of land upstream from 
other uses. One may use all the water 
he needs for domestic purposes. For 
commercial uses, he may use what is 
reasonable in relation to the needs of 


others using the stream. If an up­ 
stream 
owner’s 
domestic 
requirements such as drinking, 
bathing, irrigating gardens that supply 
food for family use, or watering of 
farm animals demand the entire flow 
of the stream, a downstream owner 
may not complain. For commercial 
purposes, a use that is initially 
reasonable may become unreasonable 
in a later year as downstream owners 
develop new water needs. 
If a downstream riparian owner 
'questions the reasonable use by up­ 
stream users, he may file suit to 
determine whether the use is 
reasonable. This is the only means he 
has to determine what his rights are in 
specific terms. Few such cases have 
been brought to court and little has 
been added to the case law, established 
in the earlier decisions. 
Ground water is governed in a dif­ 
ferent manner, Nolte says. Because of 
the difficulty of determining the extent 
and behavior of water in the ground, 
the courts in Ohio and 14 other riparian 
doctrine states have, in effect, refused 
to decide cases on rights of the use of 
ground water. Thus, a landowner may 
remove whatever amount of water he 
can pump from his land, short of 
malice. This is known as the “English” 
rule, or the rule of “absolute owner­ 
ship.” If it can be shown that ground 
water is traveling in an underground 
stream, the rules of surface water 
apply. However, it is presumed that 
water in the ground is percolating, 
unless the existence of an underground 
stream can be proven, Nolte says. 
Because the concept of underground 
streams has been little recognized by 
the courts and even less by geologists, 
the effective rule is the one applicable 
to percolating water.

Beef output in the first half of 1978 
may be down 1-2 percent from one year 
earlier.

There will be a seasonal decline in fed 
cattle slaughter in the spring but still 5 
percent above that in the second 
quarter of 1977. Nonfed slaughter may 
be 
reduced 15-20 percent if forage 
supplies are adequate and contribute 
to a decline in total beef output. In the 
last half of 1978, fed cattle slaughter 
will be above 1977, but a decline in total 
beef output of 3 to 5 percent is expected 
due to large declines in nonfed 
slaughter.

WHEREAS, The Council of the City of Circleville 
has previously passed an ordinance authorizing 
the Director of Public Safety to cooperate with

SECTION I: That there is hereby created within 
the Department of Public Safety one additional 
position entitled Custodial and Maintenance 
Employee.

What Doesn't Cause Cancer? 


By PHYLLIS BATTELLE 
NEW YORK — The latest cancer 
scare — involving th* {xAential danger 
of hair dyes — is the most fascinating 
to date, in a widening list of dire 
discoveries by lab scientist* and their 
hapless rats 
It brings forth visions of S3 million 
gorgeous American blondes, redheads 
and brunettes suddenly gone drab, 
gray or whit* by warning, or actual 
order, of the Federal Food and Drug 
Administration. And all because some 
animals were forced to ingest vast 
quantities of our hair coloring — a 
rotten diet - and gcA sick 
The General Accounting Office 
fcongressional investigatory agency! 
is currently urging the FDA to put 
hazard warnings on dyes, if not ban 
them altogether, in a move which 
would seem to be the latest in scientific 
overkill There is talk that some dyes, 
which caused cancer in lab animals 
who had to drink it in great quantities, 
may tar taken off the market — though 
there appears to be no evidence that 
they are dangerous when applied 'as 
intended; only to scalps. 
Dr John F. Corbett, representing 
the hair coloring industry, announced 
that the dose levels of dye which had 
caused cancer in animals were 
equivalent b t drinking 25 beatles of 
black hair dye, or 500 tattles r f lighter 
shades, each day for the animal’s 
lifetimes. 
At half that dose, no excess of 
cancers resulted. 
Of course, these statistics are not 
issued bt the general public by the 
researchers who fear the dangers. The 
GAO report clings to the scarier facts: 
that certain hair dyes contain cancer- 
causing ingredients and that over long 
periods of time the chemicals could be 
absorbed into the blood stream 
through the skin and scalp 
Perhaps so. But in sufficient 
quantities to cause a blonde or redhead 
to go gray’ Not according to counter 
tests made by the cosmetic industry. 
Using their own laboratory animals, 
they found no cancer risk among those 
to whom dyes were applied to the skin. 
Nor have epidemiological studies, 
among persons who have used hair 
dyes for many years, shown any 
evidence that consumers face any 
increased cancer risk. 
The controversy is reminiscent of 
the cyclamates ban, the saccharine 
scare and the MSG flap — each of 
which was marked dangerous after lab 
animals were fed, or injected with, 
incredible doses of Hie chemicals — 
with no relevance to the actual human 
usage of the products. 
Given enough time, money and rats, 
some organization or amober can find 
anything we eat, drink or use to be 
potentially fatal. 
In the meantime, all the scare talk is 
making us worry. 
And, as Dr Harold T. Hyman said: 
“Worry might possibly lead to cancer, 
heart disease, ulcers or any of the rest 
of it.” 
In an article in Esquire some time 
ago, nu ti ne of the more recent causes 


for health concerns, as reported to the 
press by authorities, were recounted: 
“The drinking of soft water may 
cause heart disease ” — Dr. Henry A. 
Schroeder. 
“The drinking rf hard water may 
cause heart disease.” — Dr. C. A. 
D’Alonzo 
‘Barbecue cooking can lead to 
cancer.” — R. C. Spalding. 'This 
theory has recently been revived.) 
”0live oil may promote cancer.” — 
The Royal Cancer Hospital, London. 
“Milk may promote cancer, and also 
heart disease ” - Dr. Waiter W. 
Beckett. 
“ Sex for purposes other than 
procreation can possibly cause in­ 
crease of congenital stress plus 
malignant diseases.” — Dr. J. K. 
Bums. 
“ Excessive drinking of beer, 
especially after forty, may lead to 
heart disease.” — Journal rf the AMA. 
“ Carrots and celery contain a 
previous unknown poison that can 
paralyze the nervous system.” — Dr. 
Donald G. Crosby 


“Wax milk cartons may contain a 
cancer peril.” — Dr Wilhelm Hueper 
“Dry, sunny regions, mountainous 
areas, and seashores abet cancer by 
means of ultra-violet radiation.” — 
Dr. Hueper again. 
“Smoked fish, peanut butter, the 
colors on stamps, the linings of tin 
cans, and plastic falsies may promote 
cancer.” — Toronto Post. 
“Pet turtles often cause salmonella, 
typhoid fever and blood poisoning, 
particularly when they are kissed." — 
Dr. Philip S. Brachman. 
“Blacktop roads, railroad yards, oil 
refineries, powerhouses, textile mills, 
orchards, sled mills, airplane plants 
and shipyards may expose one to 
cancer causes." — Dr. Hueper, yet 
again. 
As we see, potential terminal illness 
is everywhere. And there is no 
escaping it. As an interview in the New 
York Times revealed: “Fleeing to the 
Arctic to get away from it all presents 
grave danger in the form 
of 
radioactive reindeer. . 
Prosecution Concerned 
With Conviction Difficulties 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Concern 
is continuing to build among Ohio’s 
prosecuting 
attorneys 
over 
a 
legislative oversight that makes it 
more difficult to convict criminals and 
make the convictions stick. 
The same concern has reached the 
legislature, and Sen. Stanley J. 
Aronoff, R-Cincinnati, said Thursday 
he hopes prompt action will be taken 
by the General Assembly which opens 
its 1978 session Tuesday. 
Involved is a pair of 1?77 decisions by 
the Ohio Supreme Court which said 
that when a defendant enters a plea of 
insanity, or self defense, it becomes 
the burden of the prosecutor to prove 
sanity or disprove the self defense 
plea. 
Only this week, the Supreme Court 
invalidated the death sentence of 
Donald Steven Toth, convicted of 
aggravated murder in Licking County 
after pleas of insanity and intoxication 
— both of which, like self defense, are 
“affirmative defenses,” in lawyers’ 
parlance. Toth’s conviction was 
upheld, but his case was sent bade to 
the trial court for further proceedings. 
The high court said Licking County 
Common Pleas Court acted im­ 
properly when it placed upon Toth the 
burden of proving he was insane and 
intoxicated, based on a section of the 
newly revised Ohio Criminal Code, 
which became effective Jan. I, 1974. 
Aronoff, who got through the Senate 
last year a bill to place the burden of 
proving insanity of the defense, said he 
would be agreeable to House amend­ 
ments that would do the same for self 
defense and all other affirmative 
defenses. 
Aronoff said the status of the present 
criminal code came about inad­ 
vertently.

There are no weak 
and diseased deer because of this 
controlled hunting. I like deer, too, and 
this is why I, and most other hunters 
harvest them. The state rf Ohio is to be 
commended on a fine job well done in 
controlling the state herd size. I would 
welcome comments from a state 
conservation and wildlife expert to 
hopefully satisfy all concerned in this 
heated issue.

Speaking Of Your Health

I’ve always wondered why the 
doctor looks so carefully at the tongue 
at the beginning of an examination. 
What is he looking for? 
Mr. G.L.U., W.Va. 
Dear Mr. U.: 
The tongue, the lips, the mouth and 
the teeth provide a wealth of in­ 
formation for the doctor. He uses them 
for the diagnosis and the subsequent 
treatment of many of the body 
ailments. 
Nutritional and vitamin deficiencies, 
allergies, tumors, hormone im­ 
balances, infections, lead poisonings, 
and fungus infections are often ap­ 
parent when first the doctor asks you 
to say, “Ah.” 
It is estimated that more than 75 
percent of all illnesses produce some 
symptoms in the mouth and the throat. 
Viral diseases such as measles 
produce pale white spots with a red 
border. These are the “Koplik spots” 
that are characteristic of measles. 
Scarlet fever, now a comparatively 
rare disease in the United States, is 
readily identified by the “strawberry 
tongue.” This is almost a definitive 
diagnostic sign. 
A smooth magenta-colored tongue is 
highly suggestive of a vitamin B 
deficiency. This especially when ac­ 
companied by tiny breaks in the skin at 
the comer of the mouth, puts the 
doctor on the alert. 
Sometimes, after long use of an­ 
tibiotics, a black discoloration of the 


tongue is present. This is caused by a 
minor fungus infection which usually 
disappears a short time after the 
antibiotic is discontinued. 
Mercury, 
lead 
and 
bismuth 
poisoning produce a colored line along 
the margin of the gum. This, too, 
becomes suspicious and suggests that 
the doctor further investigate the 
cause. 
White 
patches 
(leukoplakia) 
sometimes appear on the surface of 
the tongue and the inner lining of the 
cheeks. They are often attributed to 
the hot smoke of a pipe, a cigar or 
cigarettes. They are “ watched” 
carefully by doctors and dentists in 
order to be sure that they do not grow 
and are not dangerous. 
Tender, bleeding gums suggest the 
possibility of trench mouth, or 
pyorrheal pockets which deserve 
immediate attention. 
The absence of teeth and the shifting 
of those which are present change the 
bite and then secondarily affect the 
jaw joint. Referred pain to the ears, 
the back of the neck and even to the 
shoulders may be caused by this joint 
condition. 


The tongue may reflect disorders of 
the pituitary, the thyroid and the 
adrenal glands. Speech disorders can 
be traced to the bound-down tongue 
and to the palate.

Groin Blasts Possible In Ohio 
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By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
'Hie kind of elevator explosion that 
has taken at least 38 lives in the South 
recently could happen in Ohio at any 
time, according to grain industry 
officials. 
Despite 
extensive 
safety 
precautions, the tiniest spark can 
ignite naturally floating dust in the air, 
devastating an elevator or mill and 
usually killing or injuring a number of 
workers. 
The most recent elevator explosion 
in Ohio occurred in 1976 when one man 
was killed and two others burned in a 
blast at the Ohio Grain Co.’s elevator 
at Mechanicsburg in Champaign 
County. 
“Ifs never been definitely proved, 
but we’re pretty sure it was caused by 
a motor that broke loose from a screw 
conveyor, and when that dropped, a 
wire pulled out and arced,” said 
Roland Schneiderer, the company’s 
vice president for grain. 
That blast destroyed IO grain bins 
and a head house and caused $750,000 
in damage. Schneiderer said the 
elevator will not be back in full 
operation until the spring of 1978. 
“We’re a lot more conscious of it 
(dust) now,” he said. “You just have to 
become safety conscious and do 
everything to keep dust out of the air 
and keep the place cleaned up.” 
Richard Moore, vice president and 
regional manager of Mill Mutuals, the 
insurance company which insures 
about 60 percent of Ute grain elevators 
in Ohio, said shorts in wiring, steel 
shovels scraped along concrete floors, 
hot motors or hot bearings- can all 
provide the spark needed to ignite 
dust. 
Moore, who believes elevator ex­ 
plosions have become more common 
during the last years, said explosions 
are more likely to occur in concrete 
elevators than in wooden or steel 
structures because there’s a better 
chance the latter structures are better 
vented through cracks and other 
openings in walls. 
About 30 percent of the elevators in 
Ohio are concrete. 
Concrete elevators act almost like 
giant gun barrels, officials say. For 
example, when com dust is ignited, it 
generates a force of about 6,000 pounds 
per square inch per second. In a 
concrete elevator, the blast has 
nowhere to go but up, and by the time it 
reaches the top of a 120-foot elevator, 
the force is devastating. 
Another problem is that the first 
explosion often sparks additional 
explosions. Three or four blasts at 15-to 


20-second intervals are not uncommon. 


George Greenleaf of the Ohio Grain, 
Feed and Fertilizer Association said 
mixed grain dust is about 25 times 
more explosive than coal dust. Starch 
dust is about 35 times more explosive, 
and wheat dust is about 50 times more 
explosive. 


This tremendous force is the reason 
elevator explosions are so destructive, 
he said. 


From 1900 to 1957, according to the 
National Fire Protection Association, 
490 grain dust explosions killed 381 
persons nationwide. 


“This is more powerful than 
dynamite and gasoline,” Greenleaf 
said. “It’s really more like an atomic 
bomb. I’m not kidding.”

Bob Galliard thought he was wat­ 
ching a movie, the one where the local 
boy comes back to his hometown and 
scores a bushel full of points to lead his 
team to the tournament championship. 
“It was a great performance — right 
out of a script,” said Galliard, the San 
Francisco coach, after watching 
Winford Boynes score a career-high 40 
points to lead the 19th-ranked Dons to a 
102-90 victory over Arizona State and 
the championship of the 42nd All 
College basketball tournament in 
Oklahoma City Friday night. 
Boynes, a 6-foot-7 junior from 
Oklahoma City, scored 13 consecutive 
points to break the game open after 
Arizona State had led 79-74 with 8:16 
left. 
In other games games involving Top 
Twenty teams, No. IO Syracuse won 
the Lobo Invitational by beating host 
New Mexico 96-91, No. 16 Virginia 
captured the title in the Sugar Bowl 
tournament with an 85-82 triumph over 
Southern Cal, No. 17 Kansas won the 
Big Eight crown by edging Kansas 
State 67-62, No. 18 Florida State beat 
Tulane 71-56 in a first-round game in 
the Pillsbury Classic and No. 20 
Detroit defeated Marshall 89-84 in a 
non-tournament contest. 
Boynes, the most valuable player of 
the All College tourney, scored 24 
points to lead the Dons to a 56-51 
halftime lead. After the Sun Devils 


pulled in front 79-74, he scored five 
field goals and three free throws in a 
three-minute span to put San Fran­ 
cisco in command. 
The win avenged an 89-79 loss the 
Dons suffered at the hands of Arizona 
State earlier this season in the Sun 
Devil Classic. 
Bill Cartwright added 20 points for 
the Dons, 9-3, while Rick Taylor led 
Arizona State, 7-5, with 19. 
Ross Kindel and Dale Shackleford 
sparked a second half Syracuse rally 
against New Mexico. Kindel, a 6-2 
guard, hit 15 of his game-high 23 points 
as the Orangemen battled back after 
trailing 53-45 early in the second half, 
while Shackleford scored IO of his 12 
points in the rally.

Cavanaugh's 
Passes Praised 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla. (AP) - For 
Matt Cavanaugh and the Pitt Pan­ 
thers, it was like taking candy from a 
baby. A man against boys. Even the 
embarrassed Clemson Tigers ad­ 
mitted it. 
“He’s the closest thing I’ve ever seen 
in college football to a pro quar­ 
terback," said linebacker Randy 
Scott, one of the Clemson defenders 
who tried without success to halt 
Cavanaugh’s record-breaking aerial 
show Friday night in Pitt’s 34-3 Gator 
Bowl romp. 
“He’s a pro and we’re still playing 
college football.” 
Cavanaugh’s next stop is the 
National Football League and he did 
plenty to boost his market value 
against outmanned Clemson. He 
completed 23 of 37 passes for 387 yards, 
the last figure a Gator Bowl and Pitt 
record. 
The hard-nosed 21<H>ound senior 
from Youngstown, Ohio hurled scoring 
passes of 39, ll and 25 yards to Elliott 
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Walker and a 10-yarder to Gordon 
Jones. 
“I shudder to think what he would 
have done had he stayed healthy,” 
Coach Jackie Sherrill said of his 
quarterback, who broke the major 
bone in his left forearm in the first 
period of an opening-game loss to 
Notre Dame and missed almost four 
full games. 
Clemson Coach Charley Pell, whose 
llth-ranked Tigers finished 8-3-1 and 
earned their first bowl bid in 18 years, 
had nothing but lavish praise for 
Cavanaugh and the entire Pitt team. 
Cavanaugh was on target from the 
start, completing ll of 18 for 211 yards 
in the first half, including two touch­ 
downs to Walker. 
Cavanaugh was fired up for this 
game, even though it carried nothing 
of the importance of last year’s Sugar 
Bowl, which gave Pitt the 1976 national 
championship. Cavanaugh won Most 
Valuable Player honors in that one, 
too, even though Tony Dorsett rushed 
for a record 202 yards.

Harrell 
Faced 
Decision 


NEW ORLEANS (AP) - Jim 
Harrell faced a decision after Ohio 
State’s 1977 Orange Bowl victory over 
Colorado: Should he take his fourth 
year of eligibility or quit football? 
The sure-fingered wingback, the 
Buckeyes’ best receiver, recalled, 
“After I got back from the Orange 
Bowl, I realized it was over. But I 
wasn’t ready to give up the game yet. I 
wanted to play some more. 
“I had a good game in the Orange 
Bowl. I caught two passes. The first 
one set up a touchdown. I had a good 
game blocking, too. I enjoyed the 
recognition. It was a good decision for 
me.” 
The 5-foot-10, 186-pound Harrell, 
from Curtice, Ohio, missed his entire 
second year at Ohio State after knee 
surgery. So Coach Woody Hayes red- 
shirted him. 
It was a wise move. Harrell has 
blossomed into such a pass receiver 
that Hayes says he has made more big 
catches for the Buckeyes than any 
other player in Hayes’ 27 coaching 
seasons. 
Harrell led the Big Ten cochampions 
a year ago with 14 receptions for 288 
yards. This fall he caught 13 passes for 
a team-leading 310 yards, one a 79- 
yard scoring bomb against Wisconsin. 
He will be of prime concern to 
Alabama when the Tide takes on the 
Buckeyes in the Sugar Bowl Monday. 
However, Harrell hints Ohio State 
should have been in the Rose Bowl if 
the Buckeyes had thrown more at 
Michigan. Instead, the Wolverines 
carted off a 14-6 decison for the trip to 
Pasadena, Calif. 
“Personally,” he said of the 
Michigan game, “I felt cheated. I 
wasn’t able to contribute as much as I 
could have. We felt we could have 
moved the ball through the air more. 
We proved it. We hit 13 of 16 passes. 
Not many more pass plays were even 
called.” 
Harrell said he cannot get a reading 
on the team’s mental outlook for 
Alabama yet. 
“I don’t think the guys are up yet. 
We’ll get up. We’ll play the best we 
can. We are not a bunch of rah-rah 
guys,” he said. 
In Harrell’s immediate future are a 
marriage to Sheri Thompson of New 
Lexington, Ohio, whom he met on the 
Ohio State campus, and an anticipated 
sales career. No pro football am­ 
bitions? 
“I haven’t been contacted by the 
pros personally,” replied Harrell. 
“There’s a possibility I’ll be drafted. 
But I will not try out as a free agent.” 
Harrell and his teammates, ap­ 
pearing in a sixth straight bowl, moved 
inside the Superdome today for a 
workout. They will take another 
practice Sunday in the $163 million 
structure, the site of the Sugar Bowl 
for a third time.

ADC Recipients

State Auditor Thomas E. Ferguson’s 
office announced Friday the January, 
1978 distribuUon of $34,733,542 in Aid to 
Dependent Children (ADC) to 507,068 
recipients in Ohio’s 88 counties. 
Ferguson said the amount does not 
include the weekly ADC auxiliary 
payments, which will be made 
primarily to new recipients. The state 
welfare department distributes food 
stamps and ADC payments to those 
recipients choosing to receive stamps 
and are reduced accordingly. 
Auxiliary payments of $2,167,210 
resulted in a total of $36,796,803 in ADC 
payments distributed to the counties 
for the month of December. 
Ferguson noted the principal 
January payment went to 1,557 more 
recipients than the one in December 
and increased by $103,949. 
ADC payments are made to families 
with one parent or one unemployed 
parent on the basis of family size and 
financial resources. The ADC program 
is funded primarily by federal and 
state governments. 
January distributions thus far in the 
counties includes $65,949 to Pickaway 
County for 975 recipients.
